And About 


— By D. A, F, — 


THIS WEEK'S EDITION OF “A- 
round and About” would not be com- 
plete without mention of the tremen- 
dous loss that has been sustained by 
Christendom in the death on October 
26th., of Dr. William Temple, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and Primate otf 
All England. To many of us, his 
sudden passing came as a shock from 
which we are still recovering, and in 
the eyes of Christians everywhere his 
death is seen as an almost irreparable 
blow to the future of Christianity. 

William Temple was the only Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury whose father 
had held the same office. He was 
widely acknowledged as an ecclesias- 
tical statesman, an outstanding theo- 
logian and phiiosopher and one whose 
leadership was more generally recog- 
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Did you ever... 


nized, perhaps, than that of any 
Christian leader since Reformation 
times. His career from its beginning ! 


at Rugby and through Balliol College, 
Oxford, was studded with brilliant 
achievements. In rapid succession he 
became headmaster of Repton School, 
Rector of St. James, Picadilly, Canon 
of Westminister, and finally in 1921 
was elevated to the office of Bishop ot 
Manchester. He held this post until 
1929 when he was appointed Arch 
bishop of York, the youngest of all 
time. On Apri] 28rd., 1942, he was 
enthroned as the 98th. Archbishop of 
Canterbury, succeeding Dr. Cosmo 
Gordon Lang. 

Dr. Temple was the author of many 
books of which the most widely read 
“Christianity and the Social Or- 

aer”’. In this book his social views 
were bravely and clearly ennunciated, 
He was in deadly earnest in his ideas 
of social reform and many feared him 
as a social revolutionary. 

On the other 
strong human sympathy and a keen 


hand, there was a 


sense of humour in his makeup. To 
many, he was known as “Billy Tem- 
ple” and clerics of the more austere 
variety were known to have looked 
askance at his boyishness and audibly 
wondered “what Billy Temple is up to 
now”, 

One typical story is told of him—- 
He was introduced to a man named 
Cholmondeley Jones. “Take a seat, 
Mr. Jones,” said the Archbishop. “My 
name is Cholmondeley,” replied the 
visitor. 

“Indeed,” said Dr. Temple. 
take two seats.” 

Christian leaders all over the world 
join in the realization of a great loss 
but at the same time give thanks to 
God for the inspiring life, the unwav- 
ering faith and the unquestionable 
sincereity of William Temple, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury.

grees F., three degrees less than the 
recommended house temperature both 
from th health point of view and that 
of the war fuel-saving campaign. If 
one desires to have the plants in any 
of the living rooms, the best thing to 
do is to keep the rooms as cool as 
possible consistent with personal 
comfort. 

The various plants have different 
tolerances to sunlight. Ferns should 
be placed where there is an abund- 
ance of light but not in dirert sunlight, 
while on the other hand, flowering 
plants as a rule require al] the sun- 
light they can get, especially in win- 
ter time. Foliage plants are more tol 
erant to insufficient light, but in win- 
ter time they may be placed in dir- 
ect sunlight. 

Care should be taken to prevent 
direct draughts on plants. At the 
Same time, a dry atmosphere is to be 
avoided because it not only stunts 


@ 


the plants but helps the increase o! 
certain insect pests such as red spider 
and thrips. Moisture in the air 
around plants may be increased by 
standing the pots in shallow trasy 
filled with pebbles, gravel or moss 
and keeping it moist. Draining in the 
pots is an important factor. This 
May best be arranged by using soil 
in the pot that will allow both air and 
water to pass through easil. A mix- 
ture of two parts good garden loam 
soil, one part rotted manure, and one 
part sand will generally fulfil the soil 


requirements of potted plants, Fur- 


ther draining may be obtained by plac- 
ing pebbles, smal stones or like mat- 
erial at the bottom of the pot, so as 
to drain off any excess water.

Between the Cascade Mountains 
and the sea, in Western Oregon and 
Washington, a tremendous piece of

Timber cropping is designed not only 
to protect present stands of timber 
but to keep the Pacific Northwest pro- 
ducing its third of the nations lum- 
ber supply for centuries to come.

All 
but the highest-priority freight reach 
es the air fields by truck, in quantities 
Which now total up to between 3 
and 400 tons a month, Some of this 
freight, specially perishable food, 
rushed over the Highway in express 
trucks, by a system of relieving driv 
ers, cover the distance from Dawson 
Creek to Whitehorse in 36 hours, vir 
tually «a non-stop. journey Other 
less urgent freight goes in a mor, 
leisurely fashion; it takes 7 to 9 days 
for the round trip from Dawson Creek 
to Whitehorse and back again, if the 
needs are so urgent that even the 
86-hour fast schedule is not good 
enough, then the freight travels by air
